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Scheme to help 
people into work 
hits target early

A PIONEERING council scheme, 
launched to get long-term job 
hunters back into work, has 
reached its target of 250, eight 
months ahead of schedule. 

Many of the new recruits gathered to 
celebrate at General Gordon Square, 
Woolwich, last week. 

Overall, the scheme has found work 
for 253 people, which has benefited 
the lives of 800 people through helping 
them to support their families. 

Many had been out of work for years, 
or never worked and have had the 
chance to learn new skills. 

Seventy-two per cent of participants 
have gone on to find work, comparing 
favourably to other such schemes. 

The scheme, set up in 2013, is a key 
part of the council’s plans to help people 
through the welfare reforms and other 
funding cuts, while keeping families in 
their communities. 

Derek La Rivierrie, 57, found himself 
unemployed when the removals firm he 
worked for went bust in 2012. 

Derek, who has four grown-up 
children, used the employment 
springboard to find work in Woolwich 
Cemetery as a gardener, learning about 
plants and how to use equipment such 
as strimmers and sit-on lawnmowers. 

“I’ve been there three months and 
they’ve been great,” said the Woolwich 
resident, who lives with his wife Janet 
and was affected by the spare bedroom 
subsidy.

Zone change call for Woolwich stations 


THE Royal Borough of 
Greenwich is calling on 
Transport for London to move 
Woolwich Arsenal to a zone 
3/4 band station. 

The Woolwich Arsenal DLR 
and Southeastern stations are 
in zone 4 which means travel 
to and from Central London 


costs more than for stations in 
zones 1 -3. 

The council has received a 
petition calling for Woolwich 
to be moved into zone 3. 

While it broadly supports the 
aims of the petition, it does not 
want to disadvantage people 
travelling into Woolwich from 


other parts of the borough, such 
as Plumstead or Abbey Wood. 

Therefore the royal borough 
is calling for Woolwich to be 
given the status of zone 3/4. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
council leader, will be writing 
to the Mayor of London to 
request this change. 


Give views on crossing 

RESIDENTS are being urged to give their views 
on a possible new River Thames Crossing at a 
series of open consultations. 

Transport For London and the Mayor of 
London's office are analysing ways to improve 
connectivity between north and south of the 
river. 

The aim is to give vehicles travelling by road 
or transporting goods a more reliable means of 
travel and to reduce congestion on the Woolwich 
Ferry, Dartford Crossing and Blackwall Tunnel. 

At this time, the three options available are: 

• installing a new ferry service or bridge at 
Gallions Reach 

• introducing a new ferry in Woolwich 

• constructing a new bridge at Belvedere. 
Consultation with residents and local 

businesses was due to start last Saturday (August 
9) at the Belvedere Community Centre. 

The next consultation will be at Morrisons 
supermarket in Thamesmead on Saturday 
August 23 from 11am until 4pm, with the 
consultation finishing on Friday September 1 2.

Vivien was impressed with Ben Quilter, 
one of the organisers, who demonstrated 
the judo skills which earned him a bronze 
medal at the Paralympics in 2012. 

She said: “Meeting a Paralympian is really 
exciting and he was great playing with all 
the children.” 

Ben, GLL’s disability physical activity and 
sport development officer, said: “I would 
estimate we had between 250-300 people 
come in total during the day. 

“We had really good feedback from 
people and there was a really good friendly 
atmosphere which gave people a lot of 
opportunities to try different sports and 
physical activities. 

“There were people there who didn’t really 
consider themselves sporting people but 


came and had a go at the activities. We had 
something for everyone.” 

Taster sessions were put on by groups 
such as Metro Judo Club, where Olympic 
and Commonwealth silver medallist 
Gemma Gibbons started. 

The South London Special League - the 
borough’s nominated charity for the 
year - provided sessions in short tennis, 
wheelchair tennis and multi-sport activity. 

BMX was put on by Access Sport, all 
ability cycling via Limited Edition Cycling 
Club, football by Ability Counts (Charlton 
Academy Community Trust), adapted 
rowing and cycling by GLL and chair-based 
exercise with active for health. 

Boccia and new age curling were put on 
by Motivate East. 

Services for people with disabilities 
were promoted by GLL (Better Inclusive 
Membership, disability swimming lessons 
and the New Fitness Club for disabled 
people), the Royal London Society for the 
Blind, Greenwich Get Active and Greenwich 
Dance. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture and creative 
industries, said: “The royal borough has a 
whole host of physical activity and sporting 
opportunities on offer to people with 
disabilities. 

“I am delighted that so many people went 
to try out and find out more about what is 
available locally. 

“This event has done a tremendous job of

THE Royal Borough of Greenwich 
has secured £1.6 million funding 
from the Greater London Authority 
to build 30 more new homes for the 
over-60s on a number of sites across 
the Borough. 

Royal Greenwich was one of the first 
Local Authorities in London to start 
building again when this was allowed 
in 2009 and has completed 68 new homes 
with Local Authority New Build funding 
over the last 3 years, a mixture of family- 
sized houses, bungalows for over-60s and 
one small block of flats. 

The new homes will be 30 one and two 
bedroom flats and have an estimated 
completion date of 2016. These will 
add to the two developments that 
are currently onsite, one of which is 
Mabel Polley House, a former sheltered 
accommodation unit for elderly people 
in Woolwich. This is being transformed 
into 37 one and two-bed flats for over-60s 
and is due for completion in September 
2015. 

The other will convert eight unused 
or under-used garage sites into 29 flats 
and bungalows for over-60s and six flats 
for young disabled adults making the 
transition to independent living. These 


will be ready to be move into in Spring 
2015. 

The council’s designers for the 
bungalow sites, Bell Phillips Architects, 
have recently won the Housing our 
Aged Population: Panel for innovation 
(HAPPI) award for their design. All of 
the homes developed for over 60s and 
disabled young adults will include white 
goods and carpets, meet high space, 
security and sustainability standards. 
In addition, the over-60s homes are also 
built to comply with the 10 principles of 
the HAPPI Report, aiming to improve the 
quality of life for an ageing population. 

Cllr Chris Kirby, cabinet member for 
housing and HR, said: “Royal Greenwich 
is pleased to be able to continue its 
house building programme, providing 
well designed, modern homes of high 
quality for our older residents and those 
with disabilities.”

RESIDENTS and businesses 
close to the Royal Greenwich 
Tall Ships Festival sites will 
be getting letters outlining 
temporary changes to parking 
arrangements for the five days 
of the event. 

The best way to getto the Tall Ships 
Festival is by public transport and 
the royal borough is urging visitors 
to leave their vehicles at home.

The young actors and theatre 
technicians are taking part in 
a summer school organised 
by The Spectators’ 

Guild in partnership 
with Emergency 
Exit Arts, a local 
arts group and Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust. 

During seven workshops and 
a week of intensive rehearsal, 
participants will develop two 
new distinctive performances for 
the Royal Greenwich Tall Ships 
Festival, which will premier in 
Greenwich on September 6 and 7. 

It’s the latest stage of a unique 
ongoing cultural programme for 
local young people which saw 
them working with top theatre 
professionals during a recent 
series of workshops.

out and I really appreciate it and that 
funding really helped to start the process 
for me. 

“My best advice for aspiring athletes 
is to have a back-up plan. Sport can be 
fantastic and really fulfilling to be a part 
of professionally, but it can also be cruel 
and unpredictable. 

“An athlete can be at their peak of 
physical fitness and train really well and 
out of nowhere get injured or something 
similar. 

“If you have something to fall back on it 
can be really helpful, it is always better to 
keep your options open.” 

Susie, a triple bronze medallist from the 
London Paralympics, won her first gold in 
the 400m freestyle S7 (physical disability) 
in 5mins 22.74sec. 

Susie said: “It was one of those ones 
where you don’t know what is going to 
happen. I had a race plan and I’m pleased 
with how it went. It was a good time. We 


are going in the right direction.” 

Then she won 50m freestyle gold in a 
personal best 33.50 sec, declaring: “This 
was the title I really wanted.” 

Shaunagh Brown, 23, also supported 
by Starting Blocks and who trains at 
Sutcliffe Park, reached the women’s 
hammer final at her first Commonwealth 
Games, also enjoyed a successful first 
Commonwealth Games reaching the 
Women’s Hammer Throw Final and will 
be looking to improve over the next few 
years leading up to Brazil 2016. 

Meanwhile Greenwich firefighter Amir 
Williamson finished sixth in the men’s 
hammer final.

REMARKABLE runner Gina Little has 
run marathons in 38 countries around 
the world - and now she is setting her 
sights on being the first women in the 
UK to run 500 marathons. 

Inspirational Gina, 69 from Greenwich, 
first started running at the age of 39 after 
watching the London Marathon go past 
her house and thought ‘I can do that’. 

Now she is preparing to take on her 500th 
marathon in Thanet at the Kent Coastal 
Marathon on Sunday September 7. 

Gina runs with a local running club in 
Welling called The Plumstead Runners 
of which she has been a member for 27 
years. She said: “I was only going to do 
one marathon a year but then I saw an 
advert in the newspaper about runners 
going to Berlin. So in 1986 1 ran the Berlin 
Marathon at the age of 42 and that’s where 
I met my running club, the Plumstead 
Runners and joined up.” 

Gina is set to run her 25th Berlin 
Marathon late in September after she 
completes her 500th marathon, which 
will be an extra special occasion for her. 
She completed her 100th marathon at the 
same race 15 years ago. 

The Plumstead Runners have been 
supporting Gina for many years through 
highs and lows and will be going along 
to Thanet to support her and will be 
celebrating all through the day and 



evening. 

Gina told GT: “The Plumstead Runners 
really is a friendly running club. I could 
not praise them enough, they look 
after you, look out for you and are so 
welcoming. 

“My husband passed away suddenly 15 
years ago and the club were so supportive 
and were there for me during hard times. 

“I am also part of the 100th Marathon 
Club now. I didn’t know about it at first 
but I was training for an 80 mile race 
so was running a marathon a week all 
through the summer and they just kept 
clocking up and then next thing I knew I 
had done 100. 

“My toughest run was probably the 
Comrades in South Africa, that was 56 
miles and I was able to do it in 10 hours 
and win my age group so I was really 
pleased. 

“I don’t think I would have ever been 
able to go to some of the places I have

been to if it wasn’t for running, I have 
ran in over 38 countries and more than 50 
counties in the UK.” 

Her total marathons across 30 years 
equates to an average of 16.6 per year. 

She has in fact run 400 of them in just 15 
years - 26.6 per year in that time. 

The total distance covered by Gina in 
her career is more than 13,000 miles, 
the equivalent to running from London 
to Sydney, Australia. Her personal best 
time is 3hrs 26min and she still completes 
marathons in around four hours. She has 
also raised over £20,000 for charity. 

“What motivates me at the moment 
is getting to my 500th marathon. I don’t 
see myself stopping anytime soon after 
that but I don’t think I’ll make it to 600 
because of my age. My body will let me 
know when I want to stop. I don’t want to 
stop right now though, I enjoy it and I love 
being part of the club,” she added.

Triple jumper nails Commonwealth 
silver while swimmer wins IPC golds

TWO more athletes who have had 
help from Greenwich Starting 
Blocks have won medals on the 
international stage. 

The successes for triple jumper Tosin 
Oke and disabled swimmer 
Susie Rodgers follow swiftly 
after Commonwealth 
Games gold for weightlifter 
Zoe Smith and judo silver 
for Gemma Gibbons. 

Tosin, competing for 
Nigeria, won triple 
jump silver in the 
Commonwealth Games at 
Hampden Park and has 
already made his target 
going one better in the 2016 
Olympic Games in Rio. 

Meanwhile, by the time 
GT went to press Susie had won S7 class 
400m and 50m freestyle gold medals at the 
IPC European Swimming Championships 
in Eindhoven - and was aiming for more. 

Tosin, born in London to Nigerian 
parents, lived in Greenwich as a teenager 
and studied in Blackheath and at Thomas 
Tallis School. 

He also used to train in the borough for 
Cambridge Harriers and received funding 
from Starting Blocks, which was set up 


to help promising athletes in the royal 
borough. 

He jumped a best at the Games of 16.84m, 
just short of South Africa’s Khotso 
Mokoena who won the gold with a season 
best performance of 17.2m. 

He said: “I had mixed emotions on the 
day; it was nice to finally win something 
on UK soil because I really wanted to win 
something in London 
two years ago [at the 
Olympics}. 

“I came seventh 
there, so this was 
nice, but mostly I was 
disappointed by the 
result as all I wanted 
was to win gold. 

“Being defending 
champion meant the 
result was hard to 
accept. I’m looking to 
Brazil in 2016 now. I’ll 
have to get healthier

stronger from this.”
